PHYSICAL  CHARACTERISTICS  OP  THE  AREA. 


The  area  is  hilly  in  character  with  a wealth  of  pleasantly  wooded 
slopes  rising  from  a level  of  400  ft.  at  the  River  Goyt,  to  the  highest  point 
of  1,018  ft.  above  mean  sea  level.  On  the  north-west  boundary,  the  residential 
area  of  Jackson  Edge  follows  roughly  the  line  of  the  700  ft.  contour. 

Through  the  centre  of  the  area  runs  the  trunk  road  to  Stockport  on 
the  west,  and  Buxton  on  the  east.  Development  has  always  tended  to  follow  this 
road  and  along  its  length  most  of  the  building  has  at  various  times  taken  place. 

The  area  is  residential  in  character,  the  majority  of  the  residents 
working  in  Manchester  and  the  larger  town*  it  could,  in  effect,  be  termed  a 
dormitory  for  the  larger  towns. 


Agriculture  forms  the  basic  industry,  the  nature  of  the  countryside 
lending  itself  to  dairy  farming.  Many  of  the  local  inhabitants  are  employed  at 
a large  paper  mill  situated  in  the  valley  beside  the  Goyt.

There  has  "been  a very  marked  reduction  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  Hate 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  because  of 
the  small  number  of  births  in  a year  this  rate  is  liable  to  violent  fluctuations  — 
For  example,  one  less  infantile  death  would  have  given  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate 
of  Nil,  one  more  death  would  have  produced  a rate  of  52 ,6i+.  The  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  for  England  & Wales  at  29«8  per  1000  live-births  was  a new  low  record.

SECTION  C, 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1,  Water. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are  supplied  with  water  from  the 
mains  of  the  Stockport  Corporation.  Some  farms  and  isolated  houses  are  without 
a piped  supply  relying  mostly  for  their  supply  on  natural  wells  and  springs,  a few 
having  their  own  boreholes.  The  cost  of  laying  mains  to  some  of  these  isolated, 
premises  would  be  very  high  and  this  has  acted  as  a deterent;  in  other  cases  the 
physical  characteristics  of  the  land  itself  make  it  an  almost  impossible  task. 

The  supply  of  water  is  of  exceptional  quality  and  is  subject  to  frequent 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  by  the  Stockport  Corporation.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area> 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

The  major  portion  of  the  premises  in  the  area  are  connected  to  the 
Council’s  sewers.  Properties  which  are  not  are  usually  in  such  isolated  positions 
that  it  is  impracticable  to  connect  them  to  the  sewers.  The  two  sewage  disposal 
works  owned  by  the  Council  have  performed  their  functions  satisfactorily  during  the 
year.  Difficulty  was  experienced  in  the  disposal  of  the  sludge,  but  this  has  now 
been  overcome.  A farmer  in  the  area  now  utilises  it  after  drying  for  his  land. 
There  have  been  no  new  works  of  sewerage  or  sewage  disposal  undertaken  during  the 
year. 

(a)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Goyt  forms  the  Northern  Boundary  of  the  District  and  the 
effluents  from  the  larger  sewage  works  at  Waterside  discharge  into  it*  Sampling 
of  the  effluent  by  the  Catchment  Board  frequently  takes  place.  These  prove 
satisfactory,

The  direct  labour  refuse  service  operated  by  the  Council  has  continued 
to  function  satisfactorily.  Refuse,  salvage  and  the  contents  of  the  pail  closets 
have  been  regularly  collected  fortnightly.  The  contents  of  the  pail  closets  are 
tipped  into  the  specially  designed  tank  which  is  fitted  to  the  refuse  vehicle. 
Discharge,  of  the  contents  takes  place  by  tipping  into  the  Council’s  sewerage  system. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  Council's 
Greenshall  Tip,  After  discharge  the  refuse  is  covered  by  a layer  of  overburden 
sand  which  is  raked  and  spread  over  it.  The  face  of  the  tip  is  also  dressed  with 
sand  and  constantly  raked  and  levelled, 

(d)  Rodent  Control. 

A full  time  rodent  operative  is  shared  by  Disley  and  two  neighbouring 

authorities. 

The  Council' s sewers  were  treated  for  rat  infestation  during  the  year. 
Infestation  at  both  treatment  periods  found  to  be  slight. 

The  sewage  works  and  refuse  tip  were  inspected  regularly  and  treated 
when  necessary.  Infestations  at  the  refuse  tip  were  occasionally  of  major 
character.
